From Texas---Doings on the Mississippi. 

: Cairo, Jan. 6th. 


A = from Texas, who arrived 
here Monday, represents the Union feeling 
very strong where he lived; also in Ar- 
kansas. Provisions are plenty and cheap, 
corn particularly abundant; groceries are 
scarce. The notorious Quantrell has 300 
men, back of Lake Providence, Bayou 
Bartholomew. . Coffee is in same neigh- 
borhood with about the same number. 
The third regiment is being raised and 
will rendezvous in the same vicinity. 
Marmaduke and Price have from 6 to 7,000 
men, mostly cavalry, near Rockford. Be- 
tween Arkadelphia and Little Rock the 
rebels are very active raising and equi 
ping men, the object being to attack Lit- 
tle Rock, feeling confident that they will 
be able to capture that place, unless the 
garrison is reinforced. Kirby Smith has 
superseded Holmes, who has been ordered 
to Richmond. Smith is in command of the 
forces west of Mississippi. On the 10th 
of December his head quarters were at 
Camden. He had under him nearly 15,000 
men. Gen. Harrison was at Monroe, on 
the Watchia river, with fifteen hundred 
effective mounted men. His command is 
much discouraged. He had told his men 
that if they should be driven out of Mon- 
roe, he would disband the forces and give 
up the cause as hopeless. His troops are 
almost exclusively from Louisiana and 
Arkansas. 


The Governmentis taking every measure 
to afford protection to commerce on the 
Mississippi and render navigation of that 
stream secure from guerrilla attacks. In 
addition to the fleet of gunboats and rams 
which patrole the river from Orleans to 
Columbus, the marine brigade is now do- 
ing service below Napoleon, in contempla- 
tion of establishing a line of signal stations 
communicating with each other from Carjo 
south, in order to give instant information 
of any outrage that might be perpetrated. 
A short time since the Secretary of War 
sent orders to Col. Myers’ signal corps to 
cause to be made a careful exploration of 
the route between Memphis and Cario, 
Col. Myers entered zealously into the 
work, giving it his personal supervision, 
The plan is entirely practicable and can 
be carried into effect with comparativl 
little expense. It is proposed to establis 
twenty stations at distance of nine miles 
apart. By avoiding bends in the river 
the distance between the two cities will 
be thus materially shortened. These 
stations will e&ch have a small garrison 
for defence, and in case of attack can 
easily call to their assistance the gun- 
boats. |

It will be seen from our-eastern despatches to- 
day, that it is reported that Gen. Wright is to be 
relieved from the command of the Pacific Depart- 
ment, and that a “prominent Maj. Gen.’’ will suc- 
ceed him. 

We sincerely trust that the rumor has no other 
foundation than the wish entertained by a very 
few for the accomplishment of this result. His ad- 
ministration of affairs in this Department at a most 
critical time, and when efforts were being made to 
embroil California in civil war, has been charac- 
ierized by business prudence and sagacity, and 
has been eminently successful. It is well known, 
however. that Gen. Wright’s health, for some time 
past, has been very feeble, and it is not impossi- 
ble that he has for that reason been compelled to 
ask relief from the enormous duties of Depart- 
ment commander. As Col. of the 9th (regular) 
Infantry, he was a long time the successful com- 
mander of the District of Oregbn and Washington. 


— On the 28th Sept. 1861, he was promoted to be 4 


Brig. Gen. of Volunteers, and on the transfer of 
the late Gen. Sumner to the Seat of War at the 
East in 1861, he was called to the command of the 
Department of the Pacific. Should the report con- 
tained in our despatckes prove true, Gen. Wright 
will leave the Department in fine condition, but 
with the regrets of all who have served under 
him. Our hope is that whoever his suecessor may 
he, he will prove as wise, energetic and prudent 
in the management of the affairs of the Depart- 
;ment, as has the General now in command. Gen. 
Wright was born in Vermont, entered the service 
after graduating from West Point as 2d Lieut. of 
the 8rd Infy., July Ist, 1822; brevetted Col. Sept. 
Sth, 1847 ; appointed Col. March 3rd, 1855, and 
Brig. Gen. Vols. Sept. 28, 761.

The New Mail Law. 
On the Ist of July last a new Act of 


Congress went into effect, which makes 
several changes in our rates of postage. 
For the convenience Of our readers we 
note the provisions of most interest to 
them. 


Postage on letters weighing half an 
ounce or less is three cents to any part of 
the United States. Formerly letters to 
Califurnia and other Pacific States were 
10 cents. Letters delivered from the office 
where they are mailed pay two cents. In 
towns where there are letter-carriers they 
make no charge for delivery. 

Postage on newspapers must be paid in 
udvance at the office where it is delivered. 

The postage to the Canada line has to 
be paid here.

The franking privilege has been greatly 
restricted, The Fight of the Commissioner 
of Agriculture to send seeds, cuttings, etc., 
from that Department, has not been abrid- 
ged, but they can still frank parcels 
weighing not over 32 ounces.

When 
conspiring leaders at the south lifted their 
hands against the Union and pointed to 
slavery as an institution upon which their 
visionary Republic was to rest, they’ 
struck a blow at its very vitals in every 
border State, under which it has continued 
to languish and which must inevitably 
result in its ultimate destruction. It be- 
comes us, therefor, to whom the whole 
question rightfully belongs, to take, im- 
mediately, measures for its removal which 
should be no longer delayed than may be 
required by a proper respect to those in- 
dustrial pursuits with which the institu- 
tion has been so long so intimately 
interwoven, and human regard for the 
slave himself, which forbids us to cast 
him, unprepared for so great a change, too 
suddenly upon his feeble resoufes.

Confiscation Act— Miscellaneous Items. 

New York, 7th. 
The Times’ special says: A bill will 
soon be introduced in Congress repealing 
that portion of the confiscation act which 
limits the possession of property sold to 
the natural life of the owner. This step 
is considered absolutely necessary to af- 
ford protection to purchasers of confiscat- 
ed property in Norfolk of rebels, whose 
property has been confiscated, returning 
in large numbers and taking the oath of 
allegiance and reinstating themselves in 

ancient comforts and rights. 


The Tribune's despatch says: At the 
caucus of the republican members of the 
Senate, held after the adjournment to-day, 
a proposition to reorganize a committee 
on conduct of the war was discussed.

Special to Commercial, Cumberland Gap 
the 6th: An overwhelming force, under 
Sam Jones, attacked our troops at Jones- 
ville, Va., Sunday, consisting of about 300 
men, and after a desperate resistance our 
troops surrendered, losing thirty killed, 
thirty wounded, one gun and two small 
howitzers. 


Robert Toombs, once, and at the in- 
auguration of the war, a United States 
Senator from Georgia, but who was among 
the foremost to “fire the Southern heart, 
to press “the Cotton States” into revolu- 
tion, and who has been hand and glove, 
heart and soul with treason ever since, 
and was but lately Jeff Davis’ Secretary 
of State, made a speech in the Georgia 
House of Representatives on November 
9th, and in it said :

Famine, 
war, and worse than imprisonment, has 
laid its hand upon them, and you are asked 
to make provision for the support of many 
who will be unable from those causes to 
support themselves, and I hope you will 
do it. In addition to this, the impressing 
agent has gone around, and, in many 
cases, robbed the families of their meager 
support for the year. As a consequence, 
the soldiers in the field have become dis- 
contented, and desertions have taken 
place. It is useless to attempt to conceal 
these facts. You know them to be true. 

* . * * * * 

But the war enlarged its dimensions. Our 
enemy, after putting 75,000 men into the 
field, went om increasing their army until 
they had an army to fight against us which 
neither we nor they, nor any human bein 

ever dreamed would be called out. Col- 
umn after column, and army after army of 
this mighty host did we roll back, until 
he, in the madness of his lust for domin- 
ion, with the seas at his command, levied 
troops from every part of the world to 
bring against us, in order to take from 
us this magnificent land which the Creator 
had given us. Still our troops did not 
falter. We needed more moncy to meet 
these great events, which was raised by 
an easy but unsafe mode. The great error 
we committed was this: as soon as we 
issued an amount of money adequate to 
the wants of commerce, we did not stop ; 
we went on increasing the amount to 
$150,000,000, $400,000,000, $600,000,000, 
and the result was inevitable.
